She 
wore an old fashioned hoop-skirt, and 
in appearance she was a thin, wiry, 
nervous woman. Her hoop-skirt 
bothered her much.

(t. T. Dougherty: — My best train- 
ing was given by the deaf teachers. 
The allegation that the loss of hear- 
ing, and the resultant inactivity of 
the vocal organs degrades the deaf 
and renders them incapable of becom- 
ing successful teachers, is an insult to 
the intelligence of any man. Such 
teachers as McGregor, Draper, 
Hotehkiss, George, Smith, (of Minne- 
i, and others, can not be surpass- 
ed by people in full possession of 
their hearing and speech. 

CA\ Cod man: — That claim was ob- 
viously erroneous, and made through 
a want o( knowledge of the i! 
teachers. 1 myself was benefited 
most by the deaf teach. 

C E. Morton: — I learned more 
during the four years 1 was under 
deaf teachers than I did in the same 
length of time in a public (hearing) 
school, and have no hesitation in - 
ing that that allegation made in New- 
York is untrue. 

Mrs. O. T. Dougherty: -That is a 
cruel injustice to the deaf. M\ 
perienee as a pupil, and subsequently 
as a teacher, is that the deaf are fully 
ipable as, and, in some lines su- 
perior to the hearing ones as teachers. 
They are in touch with their pupils, 

and have an experience (o look back 

to. to help them out.
